(D. C.), Feb, 8, 1889.— 
[From our Regular OCorrespon dent.] 
Now that an extra session seems to be 
inevitable, there is speculation as to 
What time will be the best for calling 
_ the next Congress together. All of the 
Speakership candidates prefer an early 
date, as it will shorten the canvass, and 
no one of them has anything to gain 
by delay, which might operate to invite 
new candidates into the field and still 
_ further complicate matters. 

The date which seems to be the most 
generally acceptable is Wednesday, 


April 3d. This would give the oppor- 


tunity of 80 days’ notice, provided the 
President called the extra session im- 
mediately upon assuming the duties of 
the executive office. owever, there 
is no requirement that 30 days’ notice 
shall be given.
